Dayid  Roach  announced  bis  can- 
didacy for  Congress  last  month 
Roach  will  run  against  Gerald 
Houseman,  professor  of  political 
science,  for  the  Democratic  nomi- 
nation in  the  4th  congressional  dis- 
trict. 

In  recent  years,  Roach  has  cam- 
paigned for  several  offices  as  a 
Republican  but  has  yei  to  win  a  pri- 
mary. 

Steve  Shine.  Allen  County  GOP 
chairman,  said  he  is  pleased  Roach 
has  decided  to  run  on  the 
Democratic  ticket. 

"Just  the  mention  of  his  name 


connotes  to  mc  what  is  wrong  with 
the  political  system,"  Shine  said 
"In  my  opinion,  be  stands  for  noth- 
ing but  being  the  bad  boy  of  poli- 
tics." According  to  Shine,  local 
Republicans  are  relieved  Roach  has 
"thrust  himself  onto  the 
Democrats," 

"He  is  known  for  sending

The  estimated  final  cost  of  the 
technology  upgrade  project  is 
approximately  $492,000  IPFW 
students  pay  three  dollars  per  credit 
hour  toward  the  technology  fee. 
Currently,  the  technology  fee  is 
being  used  to  start  e-mail  accounts. 
upgrade  existing  computer  labs  and 
also  to  add  a  computer  lab  to  the 
library 

The  e-mail  project  cost  over 
S89.000  and  is  now  available  to  all 
students.  E-mail  start-up  kits  were 
sent  out  over  spring  break,  howev- 
er, students  must  activate  their 
accounts  in  order  to  use  e-mail. 

According  to  Ron  Signa.  direc- 
tor of  the  computing  and  data  pro- 
cessing department,  students  may 
find  it  difficult  to  find  a  work  sta- 
tion when  accessing  their  e-mai) 
accounts.  However.  Signa  said  the 
problem  should  be  only  temporary 
as  more  work  stations  are  being 
added. 

Students  will  not  be  able  to  dial- 
in  to  their  c-mad  accounts  this  year 
because  of  a  lack  of  VAX  lines. 

"Dial-in  capability  is  a  problem 
here  on  campus  because  we  only 
have  thirty  lines  that  dial  into  the 
campus."  Signa  said.  "The  main 
problem  is  that  if  we  gave  students 
dial-in  access  to  these  same  lines, 
we  would  probably  keep  those  thir- 
ty lines  busy  all  the  Ume.  therefore 
anyone  trying  to  call  campus,  for 
any  reason,  would  get  a  busy  sig- 
nal." 

However,  it  is  possible  that  next 
year  more  VAX  lines  will  be  added 
to  IPFW.  so  as  not  to  tie  up  the 
business  lines.  The  new  VAX  lines 
would  be  used  exclusively  by  stu- 
dents for  dial-in  capability  The 
addition  of  more  VAX  lines  is  esti- 
mated to  cost  530,000. 

Part  of  the  e-mail  project  also 
includes  training  students  on  how 
to  use  e-mail.  Three  thirty-minute 
videos  will  be  available  for  class- 
room viewing  or  for  check-out  at 
Hclmke  Library.  These  videos  will 
help  students  become  familiar  with 
the  PINE  e-mail  software,  which  is 
the  mail  system  dial  will  be  used 

College  Cable  Access  Channel  6 
will  also  broadcast  the  videos

who  are  still  very  computer-pho- 
bic," Signa  said.  "The  videos  will 
teach  them  how  to  get  onto  a  com- 
puter, how  to  use  the  keyboaid  and 
how  to  use  PINE  e-mail." 

The  videos  will  also  include 
bow  to  use  the  different  capabilities 
of  PINE  e-mail,  such  as  how  to 
send,  receive  and  save  messages. 
According  to  Signa.  PINE  e-mail 
will  also  be  more  user-friendly  than 
the  VAX  accounts. 

In  addition  to  the  e-mail  project, 
the  technology  upgrade  includes 
complete  and  partial  renovation  of 
the  computer  labs  in  Kettler  and 
Neff.  When  finished,  the  lab  reno- 
vation project  will  cost  approxi- 
mately S262.991. 

Kettler  labs  204A  and  204B 
were  completely  renovated  last 
summer.  These  labs  now  have 
Pentium  P5  computers,  laser  print- 
ers and  new  furniture.  Kettler  217 
andG13  will  be  upgraded  with  new 
laser  printers  this  summer  and 
should  be  completed  by  the  begin- 
ning of  classes  next  fall.  Kettler 
217D  will  be  upgraded  with  new 
laser  printers  as  well  as  new  furni- 
ture, There  arc  also  future  plans  to 
upgrade  Neff  B71  with  laser  print- 
ers. 

Workstations  for  people  with 
disabilities  were  added  to  all  of  the 
computer  labs. 

In  addition  to  these  renovations, 
black  and  while  scanners  in  the 
computer  labs  will  be  replaced  by 
new,  color-capable  ones. 
According  to  C&DP,  there  will  be 
one  scanner  in  each  building. 

"We  arc  trying  to  be  cost  effec- 
tive, yet  still  provide  the  resources 
that  students  need,"  Signa  said. 

According  to  Signa,  construc- 
tion of  a  computer  lab  wdl  start  in 
May  of  this  year,  the  estimated  cost 
for  which  is  $109,344.  The  lab  will 
be  installed  on  the  main  floor  of  the 
library  and  will  replace  the  termi- 
nals along  the  east  wall  of  the  first 
floor.  The  installation  of  five  P5- 
100's  with  CD  ROM  and  eighteen 
P5-100's  without  CD  ROM  should 
be  finished  by  next  fall. 

"Anyone  should  be  able  to  walk 
into  any  computer  lab  and  do  what 
they  have  to  do  with  out  walking 
all  over  campus  to  find  what  they 
need,"  Signa  said.

Feminist  speaks  ±o  students 


Paula  Kamen  will  be  on  cam- 
pus Monday,  March  19.  to 
present  ber  lecture  titled 
"Beyond  Ibe  'F'  word:  the  next 
generation's  vision  for  a  massed- 
based  and  accessible  women's 
movement"  The  lecture  will  take 
place  in  Ncff  Hall.  Room  101,  at 
7:30  pm  The  event  is  sponsored 
by  a  variety  of  IPFW  departments 
as  pan  of  the  March  celebrations  of 
Women's  History  Month 

Kamen,  a  journalist  and  author 
of  "Feminist  Fatale:  Voices  from 
the  "Twenty something'  Generation 
Explore  the  Future  of  the  'Women's 
Movement.'"  has  spent  the  last  five 
years  louring  (be  country  and 
speaking  to  students  and  faculty  at 
more  than  30  universities. 

"The  goal  of  my  speech," 
Kamen  told  The  Communicator  in  a 
telephone  interview  from  ber  home 
in  Chicago,  "is  for  people  to  see 
that  feminism  has  been  used  to 
divide  us,  and  I  hope  to  show  how  it 
can  unite  us 

"I  want  to  challenge  people  to 
ask  new  questions,  not  to  brainwash 
or  convert  anyone  to  my  views.  I 
want  to  teach  the  value  of  feminism 
as  a  tool  for  thinking  critically," 
Kamen  said. 

Before  writing  the  widely 
acclaimed  1991  book,  Kamen  trav- 
eled across  the  country. 


ing  more  than  200  men  and  women 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  30,  in 
order  to  "create  a  dialogue  among 
young  people  about  women's 
issues,"  she  said  According  to 
Kamen.  10  percent  of  Ibe  people 
with  wbom  she  spoke  were  male 
and  another  10  percent  were  older 
feminist  activists 

Perhaps  relying  on  her  training 
as  a  journalist,  Kamen  detected  a 
certain  conflict  among  young 
women  today. 

"Most  young  women  believe  in 
everything  feminism  stands  for  and 
benefit  from  the  women's  move- 
ment," she  said,  "but  do  not  want  to 
be  called  the  F  word  1  tried  to 
uncover  the  roots  of  this  stereo- 
type." 

In  her  book.  Kamen  identifies  a 
number  of  potential  causes  for  the 
negative  way  in  which  many  in  the 
younger  generation  view  feminism, 
including  inaccurate,  sensationalist 
journalism,  homophobia  and  the 
mistaken  stereotype  that  all  femi- 
nists are  man-haters. 

"Feminism  is  very  diverse." 
Kamen  said,  "and  activists  always 
stress  that  there  are  many  issues 
within  the  women's  movement." 
Kamen  said  she  discovered  during 
her  interviews  that  young  people 
identify  a  number  of  major  issues 
facing  women  today 

"The  major  issue  young  women 
are  concerned  about  is  reproductive 
rights,  not  just  abortion  but  real 
issues  having  to  do  with  housing, 
health  care  and  birth  control,"  the 


feminist  said. 

"Also,  sexual  violence  is  a  cen- 
tral issue  politicizing  young  people 
Tbis  includes  sexual  harassment, 
sexual  assault  in  the  street  and 
acquaintance  rape. 

"And  work  and  family  issues  arc 
important.  Women  of  this  genera- 
tion expect  to  be  in  the  labor  force 
their  entire  lives,  unlike  earlier  gen- 
erations of  women  This  makes  the 
women's  movement  seem  more  rel- 
evant to  their  lives.  It's  really  a  sur- 
vival issue;  if  you  have  to  worry 
about  child  care  and  sexual  harass- 
ment, it  makes  it  bard  to  bring 
home  a  paycheck,"  she  said 

According  to  Kamen,  every  50 
to  75  years  women  in  history  have 
had  to  rekindle  the  women's  move- 
ment. In  an  effort  to  maintain  the 
momentum  gained  in  recent 
decades,  however,  she  encourages 
women  of  this  generation  to  accept 
the  torch  she  says  is  being  offered 
to  them. 

"An  important  goal  of  this  book 
is  to  point  out  issues  to  this  genera- 
tion and  to  gel  the  talk  started  about 


how  we  can  address  these  issues." 
tbe  author  said. 

Looking  toward  the  future  of 
feminism.  Kamen  sees  a  movement 
in  which  "issues  of  diversity  and 
identity  are  important,  not  just  sex- 
ism but  racism  and  classism."  She 
said  the  goal  for  this  generation  is 
to  have  a  mass-based  movement 
because  creating  change  requires  a 
lot  of  people. 

In  addition,  sbe  advises  tbe 
women's  movement  to  address 
problems  in  society  which  affect 
women  but  are  not  necessarily 
viewed  as  feminist  issues,  such  as 
single  moms  on  welfare,  the  dispro- 
portionate number  of  older  women 
in  poverty  and  environmental  dan- 
gers. 

"We  have  to  emphasize  a  flexi- 
ble definition  of  a  feminist 
Feminism  means  doing  things  of 
your  own  choice:  you  can  have  a 
family  and  a  husband  or  not.  It's 
about  choices,  not  dictating  one 
way  of  being,"  she  said. 

Kamen  earned  her  bachelor  of 
science  in  journalism  in  1989  from 


the  University  of  Illinois,  where  she 
wrote  for  the  "Daily  Illini."  the  uni- 
versity's student  newspaper 
Writing  about  women's  issues  on 
campus,  such  as  acquaintance  rape, 
a  rally  against  sexism  and  a  fratemi- 
ty's  raiding  of  a  sorority,  she  quick- 
ly earned  herself  the  nickname 
"Feminist  Fatale  "  She  said  she 
was  hurt  and  surprised  by  tbe  label, 
as  sbe  had  always  considered  her- 
self "radically  moderate  " 
Nevertheless,  she  was  intrigued  by 
the  stigma  attached  to  feminism  and 
credits  this  experience  with  inspir- 
ing ber  to  explore  the  causes  of  that 


stigma. 

Reflecting  for  a  moment  about 
the  presidential  primary  campaign 
now  in  progress.  Kamen  said  sbe 
believes  feminists  became  passive 
after  the  election  of  Bill  Clinton. 

"Tbe  Republicans  have  so  much 
power  in  Congress,  and  there  is  so 
much  rhetoric  directed  against  poor 
and  single  moms.  It  shows  how 
women  have  to  stand  up  for  the 
issues  they  believe  in."  she  said. 

Kamen  is  currently  writing  ber 
next  book  which  will  be  published 
sometime  next  year.  Its  focus  will 
be  young  women's  sexual  attitudes.

Taiwan  could  hurt  U.S.-China  relations 


With  China  breathing  down  the 
neck  of  Taiwan,  Ihc  U.S.  has  to 
make  a  difficult  decision:  If  China 
invades  Taiwan,  should  the  U.S. 
offer  military  support  10  the  island? 

Taiwan  -  still  considered  by  the 
Chinese  to  be  their  territory  -  wants 
to  hold  free  presidential  elections, 
but  China  wants  to  keep  the  upper 


band  in  an  effort  to  control  Taiwan. 
Many  fears  have  surfaced  during 
this  round  of  China's  warnings  to 
Taiwan,  including  nuclear  weapons 
and  expansive  military  capabilities 
Furthermore,  the  leaders  of  China 
have  proven  that  they  consider  their 
citizens  to  be  expendable  (see 
Tiananmen  Square  or  forced  abor- 


tions), and  a  big  population  of  over 
one  billion  citizens  may  provide  the 
Chinese  army  with  many  legs  And 
with  U.S.  soldiers  lied  up  in  Bosnia, 
we  may  not  be  able  to  compete. 

There  is  also  a  fear  of  impairing 
relations  with  China,  with  whom  it 
has  been  quite  difficult  to  make 
friends.  Years  of  negotiations  have 


brought  somewhat  comfortable 
communications  between  China 
and  the  United  Slates  American 
opposition  now  would  not  sit  well 
with  the  Chinese  government 

Whatever  Clinton  does,  you  can 
bet  the  November  election  will 
have  a  major  effect  on  his  decision.

Any  child  could  explain  the 
necessity  of  checks  and  balances  in 
our  political  system.  You  know. 
the  president  has  the  power  to  veto 
a  congressional  bill,  the  Congress 
can  override  that  veto,  and  the 
Supreme  Court  decides  whether  or 
not  it  is  constitutional  Because  of 
this  system,  "'We  the  People"  are 
protected  from  one  branch  of  gov- 
ernment becoming  tyrannical  and 
imposing  its  will  on  ihe  other  two, 
or  worse  yet  on  us;  it  is  not  overly 
dramatic  to  say  thai  this  is  the  foun- 
dation of  our  republic,  the  basis  of 
our  freedom  However,  it  is  a  con- 
cept with  which  Sen.  Bob  Dole  of 
Kansas  has  had  considerable  diffi- 
culty   Lei  me  explain. 

In  1 964  the  Supreme  Coun 
beard  a  case  called  Reynolds  v. 
Sims,  in  which  was  challenged  the

Dole— then  a  mere  representa- 
tive—didn't  like  it  It  seems  he 
was  more  interested  in  maintaining 
states'  rights  than  human  rights 
So.  he  and  oihers  tn  Congress  set 
out  on  a  crusade  to  leach  the  jus- 
tices a  lesson  Just  before 
Christmas  break,  at  the  very  end  of 
the  88lh  Congress  in  1964,  they 
passed  the  Government  Employees 
Salary  Reform  Act  (sounds  scary, 
doesn't  it?). 

Basically,  the  Aci  was  a  person- 
al message  to  Ihe  nine  guys  work- 
ing just  up  the  street.  It  said  that 
each  member  of  Congress  would 
receive  a  pay  raise  of  S7.50O  that 
year,  as  would  all  federal  judges 
throughout  the  country,  but.  as  you 
can  imagine,  each  justice  would 
only  receive  an  extra  S4.500.  In 
effect,  Mr.  Dole  and  his  cohorts  in

as  a  means  of  ensuring  that  all  citi- 
zens of  a  stale  would  enjoy  equal 
representation  in  their  respective 
state  legislatures.  After  reviewing 
the  facts  of  ihe  case,  consulting  ihe 
Constitution  and  otherwise  doing 
whai  ihey  were  hired  to  do.  a 
majority  of  the  justices  determined 
that  indeed  redisricting  was  per- 
missible under  ihe  Constitution. 
Their  ruling,  known  as  ihe  "one- 
man-one-voie"  decision,  was  prop- 
er and.  wiih  ihe  benefit  of  hind- 


lices  saying  that  iheir  decision  in 
Reynolds  v.  Sims  had  jusi  cost 
them  S3.000  each. 

It  was  pure  blackmail,  and 
everyone  knew  it  A  big  stink 
erupted  in  Washington  Political 
junkies  and  commentators  won- 
dered what  would  happen  nexL  In 
typical  lawyer  language  the 
American  Bar  Association  Journal 
called  it  "an  affront  to  ihe  principle 
of  ihe  independence  of  ihe  judicia- 
ry." Everybody  was  steaming  mad. 


Bui  noi  Mr  Dole.  He  was  loo  busy 
plotting  and  planning. 

There  had  been  an  election  in 
1964,  so  when  the  89th  Congress 
came  to  order,  there  were  fresh 
faces  determined  10  right  the 
wrongs  of  their  predecessors  in  the 
previous  Congress.  The  new  mem- 
bers quickly  submitted  a  bill  to 
increase  ihe  justices'  salaries.  Of 
course,  an  awful  debate  ensued, 
and  once  again  Mr  Dole  showed 
bis  lack  concern  for  our  beloved 
system. 

He  stood  in  front  of  the 
Congress  and  said:  "I  take  this  lime 
because  whenever  thinking  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  I  ihink  of  last  June 
15,  1964,  and  reapportionment 
decisions  handed  down  in  the 
Reynolds  against  Sims  and  the 
related  cases  It  has  been  suggested 
lhat  perhaps  section  2  of  the  bill 
might  be  amended  whereby  the 
effective  dale  of  the  pay  increase  if 
adopted  by  this  House,  would  be 
the  date  the  Supreme  Court  revers- 
es the  decision  in  Reynolds  againsi 
Sims." 

One  of  Mr  Dole's  friends,  Rep. 
Paul  Jones  of  Missouri,  weni  so  far 
as  to  propose  an  actual  reduction  in 
salary  for  the  justices.  Of  course, 
that  would  be  a  violation  of  the 
Constitution,  bul  Mr  Jones  was 
just  sure  he  was  on  the  right  track. 
In  the  end.  Mr  Dole's  side  won 
and  the  justices  were  stuck  with  the 
lower  pay  raise. 

Now  Mr  Dole  wants  us  to  send 
him  to  the  White  House,  Others 
say  we  should  send  him  to  elemen- 
tary school  for  a  refresher  course  in 
social  studies.  My  only  question  is 
ibis:  After  3-1/2  decades  in 
Washington  DC.  should  he  go  lo 
school  there  or  should  we  bus  him 
back  and  forth  to  his  own  "district" 
in  Kansas?

'Put  up  or  shut  up 


Those  who  know  me  well  know 
that  I  like  to  talk  politics,  especial- 
ly at  the  national  and  international 
level.  In  fact,  once  engaged  in  a 
conversation  on  politics.  I  usually 
have  to  be  lold  to  shut  up.  I  simply 
don't  want  to  quit  once  I've  start- 
ed To  those  who  have  questioned 
my  intense  interest  my  justification 
is  simple:  I  am  interested  in  politics 
because  it  affects  my  life  in  some 
very  significant  ways.

Firsi,  politics  establishes  laws 
which  restrict  my  behavior.

Second,  my  gov- 
ernment taxes  me, 
and  it  uses  these 
taxes  to  pay  its 
expenditures.  Of 
course  1  realize  lhat 
if  I  am  lo  have 
government,  1  must 
help  pay  for  it.  And 
I  realize  that  some 
of  these  expendi- 
tures provide 
greater  benefit  to 
me  than  their  cost.  But,  it  is  only 
through  the  political  process  that  I 
can  ensure  thai  I  am  noi  overtaxed 
and  lhat  my  government  does  not 
overspend. 

The  final  reason  that  I  am  inter- 
ested in  politics  is  of  a  more 
somber  note  My  government,  on 
my  behalf,  maintains  a  standing 
army  whose  job  mcludes.  if  neces- 
sary, killing  people  1  am  not  so 
naive  as  to  suggest  we  can  do  with- 
out an  army,  or  to  believe  that  we 
can  bave  an  army  which  will  never 
have  to  administer  lethal  force.

In  a  country  as  openly  democra- 
tic as  ours,  there  can  be  no  denying 
Ihe  facts:  If  our  government 
restricts  our  freedom,  taxes  us.  or 
kills  people,  by  not  participating  in 
the  political  process,  we  are  implic- 
itly guilty  of  these  actions.  I,  for 
one  would  rather  look  at  the  facts. 


then  make  my  endorsement,  or 
protest,  explicitly.  This  seems  to 
me  to  be  the  more  human  thing  to 
do. 

Many  people  claim  thai  partici- 
pation in  our  political  system  is 
ineffective.  That  is  why  they  don't 
vote  and  why  they  don't  run  for 
political  office  I  argue  that  it  is 
effective,  but  it  is  a  long  and  com- 
plicated process  which  requires 
significant  time  and  effort  be  put 
into  it.  To  not  participate  in  a 
process  that  determines  what  laws 
we  will  live  under,  how  we  will  be 
taxed  and  who  we  will  kill, 
because  it  is  too  much  trouble, 
leaving  these  decisions  to  others 
instead,  is  not  an  acceptable  solu- 
tion to  me.  This  is  why  I  am  inter- 
ested in  politics. 

When  you  feel,  as  I  do.  that  it  is 
not  only  one's  right,  but  also  one's 
duty  to  help  regulate  our  govern- 
ment, then  you  begin  lo  see  politi- 
cal action  as  an  obligation.

The  word*  of  women's  basket- 
ball coach  Pam  Bowden  are  still 
laced  with  disappointment  After 
posting  a  school  record  with  23 
wins  this  seaon,  the  'Dons  were 
upset  at  the  Great  Lakes  regional 
tournament  in  Louisville,  Ken 

"In  the  second  half  we  got  up  by 
nine  points  and  I  thought,  we  were 
OK,"  Bowden  said  "Then,  they 
called  a  time  out  and  I  think  we  lost 
it  psychologically." 

The  Lakers  decided  to  utilize  a 
box-and-one  defense  that  rattled 
the  'Dons.  When  not  getting  beat 
for  important  rebounds,  the  team 
was  losing  the  ball  out  of  bounds  or 
making  mental  mistakes 

"For  whatever  reason  we  didn't 
do  what  we  need  to  do  in  the  sec- 
ond half."  Bowden  said. 

The  'Dons  allowed  the  Lakers 
to  take  control  of  the  game  with  an 
11-0  scoring  run  and  bold  on  to 
win  the  game  79-71. 

The  loss  ended  a  very  successful 
year  for  the  Mastodons  with  a  23-5 
record  It  was  the  only  time  all  sea- 
son that  the  'Dons  lost  in  their 
while  uniforms,  li  was  also  the  first 
time  all  year  that  the  team  lost  a 
game  after  leading  ai  halftime 

"ft  is  irritating  because  in  the 
last  month  I  think  we  got  a  little 
coms'laceni  with  things,"  Bowden 
said  'They  were  trying  hard  but  I 
am  m  ure  that  we  really  had  what 
it  take     >  finish" 

Although  the  coach  and  her 
team  are  dissatisfied  with  the 


result,  the  trip  to  the  regional  tour- 
nament did  provide  the  team  with  a 
lot  of  positives. 

"I  think  this  serves  as  a  wake-up 
call  for  next  year,"  Bowden  said 
"We  have  to  learn  to  live  up  to  our 
expectations  and  not  just  be  satis- 
fied with  everyone  telling  us  we 
had  a  great  season  ." 

According  to  Bowden  the  expe- 
rience of  going  10  the  tournament 
will  be  an  asset  for  next  season. 

"It  gives  us  an  insight  to  what  it 
is  all  about."  Bowden  said.  "We 
got  a  taste  of  winning  this  year  and 
we  can  come  back  to  thai ," 

According  to  Bowden  the  team 
plateaued  with  the  14-0  start  to  the 


season  and  never  got  any  further 

"We  need  to  continue  to 
progress  in  the  right  direction  and 
have  the  confidence  to  go  out  on 
the  floor  and  expect  to  win  games." 
Bowden  said  "We  cannot  be  satis- 
fied with  a  14-0  record  I  want  us 
to  go  to  the  Bile  Eight  and  be  com- 
petitive." 

Although  this  season  came  to  an 
abrupt  end.  next  year  the  'Dons 
look  to  be  just  as  competitive.  The 
icam  loses  AIl-American  Lindy 
Jones  and  post  player  Tara 
Muzzillo,  but  Bowden  sees  the 
future  as  very  exciting  for  her  pro- 
gram.
